SA« L K Shi off (Raichur) Hon the Chief Minister who 
is piloting this Bill has said that the fixation of a ' family holding 
on the basis of the land revenue assessment would be unscienti- 
fic But he has not said that fixing it on the basis of acreage is 
scientific One hon Member of the Select Committee 
I thmk the hon Member from Kalvakurthy said that even 
this fixation is arbitrary, that is fixing the family holding as 24 
acres for dry land and 6 acres for wet land is arbitrary Can 
we say that anything that la arbitrary is scientific ? Another 
Member who is also the member of the Select Committee said 
that if the work unit or the plough unit is to be the definition of 
the family holding, then it will be about 16 acres for dry land 
and, therefore, even as regards wet land, 16 acres would have 
to be the work unit or plough unit That obviously betrays a 
gros3 inogrance of facts 

While pleading that fixation of the family holding on the basis 
of land revenue assessment 13 unscientific a third member of the 
Select Committee said the land revenue assessment was or is, 
so fixed taking many factors into consideration namely the fer 
tihty of the soil, nearness of the place to the market, the means of 
communication availability of transport all these things also 
will be taken into account Is it the opinion of the hon Member 
that when this amount of Rs 800 is to be realised from an acreage 
of 24 alL these factors are not to be taken into account f "Will 
the Land Commission fix up the acreage simply by finding out 
how many acres would be sufficient ? Will the Land Commission 
not take into account all the factors ? Will it not therefore mean 
finally that the Land Commission will have to depend mostly upon 
the considerations that weighed with the Settlement Department 
in fixing the land revenue assessment 

So if we are to have all these things, it is very clear that fixing 
it on the basis of land revenue assessment is certainly more scien 
tific, even if we accept for a moment that it is not the scientific 
thing and the other, is less 
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Of course attempts have been made m spite of many expla 
nations and clarifications that a family holding means a net income 
of Rs 8oo and therefore the family cinnot be maintained only 
with Rs 8oo when we want the standatd of living to rise, and so 
on and so foith Well, it is I believe sneei peisistence 
in saying something that is not true that makes people speak m this 
manner The conception of a family holding is only so much of 
land as would be ploughed with one plough I cannot speak 
with authority with legard to the Telangana aiea But in Karna 
tika I know that the extent of land that a ryot owns if we ask him 
will be given in the terms of plough In Kannada they say Ko 
orge If we ask a man how much land he owns he says I own 
so many Koorges that is to say, as much land as would be plough- 
ed with the help of so many ploughs That shows clearly that 
the conception of land in terms of aiea fiom times immemorial, 
so far as our people are concerned has been in terms of the plough 
unit or the work unit So the Planning Commission was quite 
right in saying that the conception of the family should be holding 
in terms of a plough unit oi work unit 

Well, I lemembei veiy well that when we membeis of the 
Congress Patty were discussing threadbare this Bill in its original 
form, we had included this definition of family holding in this 
amending Bill and just then as we were discussing about it we 
were making a rough estimate of how much land would be a family 
holding in teims of that definition Membeis fiom Telangana 
said it would be about 3 or 4 acies Members fiom Marath- 
wada and Karnataka said it would be 15 to 16 acres Then, we 
began to see whethei it could be moie definite if it 13 fixed in terms 
of the amount that would be realised as income It was the con- 
sensus of opinion that it would be Rs 800 taking on an average 
Rs 50 per acre of dry land That was how the amount of Rs 800 
came in But gradually we drifted moie and more fiom that 
conception of family holding which was fixed oiiginally We have 
now come to say it is not the work unit or the plough unit but it 
is only the income of Rs 800 From 15 to 16 acres of diy land 
which we thought originally we have come to 24 actes Of 
course foi other categories of dry land the number has been m 
creased I am speaking about this just to show how we Irate 
been gradually drifting away from the onginal conception of a 
family holding and how this income of Rs 800 has been made 
the most important thing, just to see that the conception is diluted 
further and further to the advantage of people who are holders of 
land Well if we are to proceed in this way and finally accept 
the amended clause, I think much more land will be left with the 
P-II-3 
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landholders than was originally expected The ie3ult of course 
would be that many more tenants would be dispossessed of small 
pieces of land that they are now owning as tenants All those 
promises that we have held out to the tenants will have to be gone 
back upon Therefoie, I plead that the amendments that have 
been put forward to clause 4 of the Select Committee Bill with 
regard to the fixation of the family holding on the basis of land 
revenue assessment be accepted

Statements about the value of gross produce of land are 
generally made on rough calculations and are sometimes mis 
leading 

The only satisfactory way of calculating the value of gross 
produce would be to prepare fresh estimates on the basis of a 
standard series of prices for commodities which go into the pro 
duce estimates prepared for different areas during settlement 
operations This would be a laborious procedure which could 
hardly be commended and frequently the lelevant basic infor 
mation would not be available The value of net produce for an 
acre of land is calculated after making allowances for expenses of 
cultivation which may have to be borne by an owner of land as 
distinct from the tenant 

In view of the rapid changes in tenancy conditions which 
have been and are taking place it is not possible to use this en 
tenon On account of tenancy reforms and other factors the 
average sale value of different classes of land is also a les9 useful 
criterion now than it was in the past 

Moreover a decade of high prices has somewhat distorted 
the picture Similar considerations apply to the test of lease value 
which is further vitiated by the fact that little accurate statistical 
information covering a sufficient number of instances is availabe 
and also because much of the land is leased on the basis of a share
